RUSSIAN CAVALRY APPEARS.

TOKIO, Sept. 12, 2 p.m.—Field 
Marshal Oyama reports that a large 
body of Russian cavalry has appeared 
at Pintaitzu, eastward of the railroad, 
between Yentai and Mukden. He adds 
that the Russians are merely keeping 
in touch with the Japanese. 

A telegram received from Field 
Marshal Oyama at midnight last 
night gives the disposition of the 
Rusian troops in the vicinity of Yen- 
tai and Mukden. He says that «a 
large force of Russian cavairy is 


twenty-four miles east of the Yental 
railroad station, and that another 
force of caviary occupies the town of 
Heilingchai, to the northward of Ping- 
taiteze. Other bodies of cavalry, with 
artillery, are Jocated at Huangshan- 
lin, on the eastern road out of Muk- 
den, as well as in the neighborhood of 
Yumentzushan, which is occupied by 
the Japanese. Some detachments of 
Russian cavalry are posted at Fanchi, 
Kurshutzul and Menhukuetun, along 
the railroad between Yentai and Muk- 
den, and are apparently keeping in 
touch with and watching the Jap- 
anese. 
JAP ARMIES AGAIN UNITED. 

(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M} 

ST. PETERSBURG, Sept. 12, 3:40 p. 
m.—No fresh light has been thrown on 
the situation at the front. Unofficial 
information tends to confirm the re- 
ports that Gen. Kourgpatkin is with- 
drawing the bulk of his army north- 
ward from Mukden. The rain contin- 
ues at the front.

STEEL SKY SCRAPERS. 


Suite in Chicago and New York the 

Beginning of Litigation Involving 

All Building Interests. 

[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.™M.] 

CHICAGO, Sept. 12.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Two suits, the beginning 
of extensive litigation which may af- 
fect the owners and builders of steel 
sky-scrapers throughout the country, 
were begun today in the United States 
Circuit Court In Chicago and New 
York. The one here is directed 
against the National Safe Deposit 
Company, owner of the First Na- 
tional Bank building now in course of 
construction, and the suit in -New 
York makes defendant a corporation 
known as “Sixty Wall Street,” owner 
of the building at that number. 

The suits have been instituted to 
establish the claim of Leroy 8. But- 
fington, a Minneapolis architect, as in- 
ventor of the present process of con- 
structing buildings on a steel skeleton 
and for the purpose of securing mone- 
tary damages from those whaq have 
employed the method. 

Clyde Jones, Buffington’s lawyer 
says: “There is nothing sensational 
about these suits.

When the Russians entered into the 
occupation of Liao Yang they built a 
model Russian city outside the old 
walled Chinese citv and thousands of 
troops were lodged within its gates. 
When the Japanese drove the Russians 
out of SHiansampo Hills the Russian 
soldiers realized that the town must 
fall, and forgot all discipline. They 
looted the town, sparing neither Chi- 
nese nor European shops, destroying 
what they could not carry away. They 
wantonly destroyed great quantities of 
foodstuffs and other goods, ripping 
open bales, bags and boxes with the 
ever-ready bayonet and scattering their 
contents oVer the streets. Much liquor 
was found, and the soldiers, becoming 
drunk, committed further excesses. 

During the interim of the departure 
of the Russians and the arrival of the 
Japanese the Chinese soldiers and po- 
lice finished what the Russians began, 
pillaging the shops that were not found 
by the Russians. 

Then when the Japanese came they 
completed the looting. They had been 
fighting for five days without food, ex- 
cept dry rice, and broke loose upon *n- 
tering the town. The Japanese looted 
right and left. The shops having al- 
ready suffered, the Japanese’ turned 
their attention to the private houses. 
They wanted food principally, but over- 
looked nothing. 

This was the first time in this war 
that the Japanese were guilty of loot- 
ing a captured city, and their office>s 
were much disturbed by the outbreak. 
When order was restored the Japanese 
soldiers were taken out of the walied 
city, and now are not allowed inside 
without a special pass.

FRED LLOYD 
WEDS COUSIN. 


i 


Marries Margaret Borall on 
Board Launch. 


Fitting Place. 


Seeks More Notoriety, and 
Obtains Some. 


Married, at 3 o'clock on the afternoon 
of Monday, September 12, 19064, on 
board the launch Blanche, in the har- 
bor at San Pedro, Fred W. Lioyd, son 
of Charies R. Lioyd, the missing San 
Bernardino capitalist, and Miss Mar- 
garet Boxall, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 


Boxal] family, with two 
chief actors in a wretched and cele- 
brated tragedy in the roles of bride and 
groom. 

Most persons similarly situated would 
have sought the seclusion of a rustic 
chapel or the quiet parlor of a littile- 
known clergyman for their wedding 
place. But the son of the missing San 
Bernardino eapitalist is not of the 


volved. 

What William Boxall, Sr., the bride's 
father, white-haired, stern and stately 
Englishman, will say when the news 
ts brought to him this morning—if he 
is not aware of it already, the few who 
know him may surmise. He it was 
who said, In the awful wrath of a 
father whose daughters had been 
shamed before the world by their un- 
cle—his own wife's brother-——Lioyd the 
elder: “My house is my castie! My 
family affairs are my own. Keep out 
of my house and off my grounds—or 
take the consequences!” 

Margaret Boxall’s parents, it now is 
said, bitterly opposed the marriage of 
their daughter to young Lioyd, of 
whom the old gentieman has been 
heard to say strong things. When the 
courtship began no gossip has come 
forward to say: whether before or after 
the trial of William Boxall, Jr., at San 
Bernardino for the attempted siaying 
of Fred Lioyd’s father. But rumor 
does vouchsafe that for weeks past the 
Boxall parents had been hiding Miss 
Margaret from Fred: that he had 
sought her at the house of friends of 
the Roxallse at Santa Monica, and tn 
“Ocean Park, without result. In the 
search he was aided by McCoy Mal- 
comb, according to the latter's own 
statement, and finally. on Sunday, 
found the girl semi-hidden at Long 
Beach. 

THE WEDDING PARTY. 

The wedding was then clandestinely 
arranged, and yesterday was carried 
out as programmed. 

At 1. o'clock the launch Blanche 
touched at Seaside Park, some distance 
from Long Beach, where Misa Boxall 
and Llovd went aboard, with consider- 
able difficulty, owing to the roughness 
of the sea. Other persons on the 
Rianche were Mrs. W. Reynolds, Dr. 
F. W. Reynolds, H. W. Armour, John 
Keagy, J. H Stearns, McCoy Malcomb 
and. Judge J. V. B. Goodrich-of San 
Pedro. The launch ran for San Pedro, 
and at 3 o'clock, immediately after en- 
tering the inner harbor and the city 
limits of San Pedro, the ceremony Was 
performed. 

Since Fred Lioyd’s failure to break 
his father’s will, which «cut him off 
without provision other than a bequest 
of $10, the young man has been doing 
some kind of clerical work at San Pe- 
dro. He had altered his appearance 1!- 
most completely by shaving off his 
mustache, after the second trial of 
William Boxall for assault to murder. 

It is presumed he and his bride will 
make their home in San Pedro. 

In the late winter of 1993 occurred 
what afterward came to be looked upon 


as the most sensational incident in the 
criminal annals of San Bernardino. 
Charlies R. Lioyd, reputed to be the 
wealthiest man in that city, president 
of its electric railway line, controller 
of ite Nehtifie plant, and in many ways 
its most influential citizen, was shot 
three times with a pistol, while driving 
out of the grounds of his private resi-

yers to defend. 


dence, “The Bungalow,” by his nephew, 
William Boxall. In a wild endeavor 
to get away, Lloyd's horse was lashed 
into a gallop; but the rain of bullets 
pursued with deadly effect. Boxall be- 
gan shooting from the front verandah 
of “The Bungalow.” and from that 
vantage point ran down the steps and

The special newspaper correspondents 
who hurried to San Bernardino found 
confronting them a story, the unravel- 
ing of which proved nigh impossible. 
The wounded man was a member of a 
powerful secret organization, whose in- 
fluence was exerted to the utmost to 
save his name for the time being from |

It was not long before 
the world knew, in substance, that 
Willlam Boxall had used his revolver 
to avenge the honor of his three sis- 
ters, who, for a long time had been 
wards of the elder Licyd and inmates 
of his home.

A PUZZLE MONUMENT. 


Shaft Erected on an iIsiand in Lake 
George to an Unknown 

Hero. > 
[New York Sun:}) A thonument is be- 
ing erected on Diamond Island, a lit- 
tle more than two miles from the head 
of Lake George, which has excited the 
curiosity of many. The expense is 
borne by Mra. Spencer Trask and two 
or three of her friends, but she has 
declined to give any information about 
it further than the stone Kself dis- 
closes. 

The monument is a rough hewn stone 
column, nearly square and about two 
and a half feet wide, and with its base 
it stands about eleven feet high on a 
rocky bluff, close to the north shore, 
It bears this inscription, which may be 
easily read from passing boats:

: PEACE. 
: HERE THE : 
CONQUEROR 
OF MANY 
wa 
14. 
1666—1777. 


No one has yet been able to discover 
that the date 1666 is significant of any- 
thing pertaining to Lake George or_the 
island, it has been suggested that It 
may have some reference to the jour- 
hneyings of Father Jaques, the mission- 
ary canonized by the Catholic Church, 
who is supposed to have been the first 
white man to gaze on the waters of 
Lake George. In 1646, on the eve, of 
the feast of Corpus Christi, he named 
the lake Lac du St. Sacrement, 

For the next hundred years history 
seems to be a blank, so far as Lake 
George is concerned, and not until the 
French and Indian War was it again 
mentioned. In 1777 Diamond Island 
was fortified by Burgoyne after his 
capture of Ticonderoga, and maay of 
his supplies were stored there, 

The monument was taken last winter 
from a massive rock which for many 
years has overhung the street in War- 
renburg in such a manner that those 
who did not know its history were 
often in fear that it would crash down 
upon them as they passed below , It 
was drawn across the lake on the ice, 
and workmen have been for months 
engaged, in erecting it and a handsome 
pavilion near by. 

The pavillo nhas heavy stone foun- 
dations) the floor is of stone and brick, 
and the roof ‘6 supported by ten mas- 
sive stone colmuns. Mrs. Trask has 
caused this to eb erected as a place 
of shelter for picties who may wish 
to visit the island. 


The Most Exclusive Club. 


There has been a recent discussion 
in London as to which is the most ex- 
clusive club in London or in Great 
Britain. It has been decided that apart 
from the Jockey Club, which is hardly 
a club In the accepted sense of the 
word, the Royal Yacht Squadron is the 
most exclusive club in England. Every 
member must be of unqualified social 
position, and there are consequently 
few foreigners, and as yet no resident 
Americans are members. The entrance 
fee is 300 and the subscription ll 
guineas. The Turf stands next to the 
Royal Yacht Squadron in exclusive- 
ness. Years ago it used to be White's, 
but today the latter club is not at all 
what it was when the eighteenth cen- 
tury was young. The Mariborough is 
exclusive, as it is the King’s club; the 
Travelers is also a very difficult club 
in which to gain membership. The St. 
James and the Bachelors are rather 
spectacular clubs and are very much 
up to date. There are now many 
Americans in nearly all the average 
clubs tin London.

AMBER BEAUTIES PLENTIFUL IN 
THE KELP AGAIN. 


“Rod and Reel Records” That Do: 
not Bear Analysis—Mackere! on the 
Feed at Redondo—Fun With Skip- 
jacks—Poor Day at Huntington 
Beach. 


As was predicted, trolling proved the 
feature of Sunday's fishing. Though 
the average of rod and reel sport 
alongshore was good enough to satisfy 
a small army of sinker slingers, it was 
nowhere sensational, while some of the 
catches of the hand-line batchers out- 
side undeniably were. Yellowtail took 
the jig with unusual frequency between 
Point Fermin and Portuguese Bend; 
many launches were out, and full fish 
boxes were the rule, with barracuda 
predominating in numbers. In _ fact 
one party of four anglers claimed a 
rod and reel record of 127 fish in a trip 
lasting four hours from San Pedro and 
back again. The writer is a pretty 
fair two-handed fish liar himself, hav- 
ing won several medals in recognized 
colleges of the art, but without the 
affidavits or other documentary evi- 
denice that story is a little too stiff a 
dose to swallow without making faces, 
When some kindly-disposed angler 
shows how four men can fish from one 
launch with rod and reel without be- 
coming hopelessly tangled whenever 
the yellowtail begin doing business, 
and having demonstrated that much, 
goes on to show how the four can catch 
an average better than a fish every 
two minutes, bearing in mind that 
with any kind of a bat, by courtesy 
called a rod, it takes as long to grind 
in even a measly barracuda, to say 
which requires 
at least half a minute to the pound, 
then that “rod and reel record’ will 
be accepted at face value. The quar- 
tette of tishers are mighty fine fellows 
personally, but they learned wonder- 
fully quick how to handle a rod and 
reel, inasmuch as most of their former 
efforts were of the hand-line variety. 

There were more smali jellowtail in 
the market yesterday than were s@en 
offered for sale heretofore. Two- 
pounders, with heads and bodies like 
those of steel-head trout, came up 
from the beach in boxes full. Many 
fishermen viewed the litt!- fellows with 
keen interest, as a yellowtail] of such 
size is a curiosity. Most of them came 
in from Newport. 

Mackere] runs continue at the longer 
wharves. Those who stayed with the 
greenbacks at Redéndo Sunday caught 
them by the, hundred, and of good 
size. At Del Rey nice strings of mack- 
were caught. 

Huntington Beach was patronized 
by the usual party but with indiffer- 
ent success. Quite a number of small 
corbina were caught in the morning, 
good ones being scarce. 

Bass bit well at the breakwater, and 
some were caught at the long wharf, 

Small fry were abundant everywhere, 
Jack smelt are beginning to bite a 
Iittle at the beaches. 

Skipjacks created no end of fun for 
the rod and reel men at Redondo. 

A number of big yellowfins were 
caught near Bolsa Chica, 

Alf Mackenzie made another junket

Local College. 


Refuses to Countenance the 
“Pomona Feud.” 


Good Field Nearly Finished. 
Other Happenings. 


“U.S.C. stands ready and is anxious 
to play any team in Southern Califor- 
nia,” said Coach Harvey Holmes yes- 
terday afternoon. As physical director, 
he speaks for the Methodist college, 
and his words mean that so far as U. 
8.C. is concerned, the hatchet is buried. 

“On this new field, which is now be- 
ing completed, I hope this fall to see 
U.8.C, and Pomona play football, and 
if the visitors win, I am sure there will 
be no hard feelings. Next spring I 
mean to pull off a conference meet with 
the “big four” of local colleges repre- 
sented—Pomona, U.S.C., St. Vincent's, 
Occidental. I have never in my experi- 
ence as coach participated in a row 
with any college, and do not intend 
to begin now. I do not care whether 
Pomona skinned U.S.C. out of her eve 
teeth or vice versa, nor do I care. The 
past is past, and I mean to start ath- 
letics at U.S.C. with a clean sheet, be- 
ginning with the football season. . U.5. 
C. is now in a position to offer consid- 
erable inducements to such other col- 
leges as care to meet her. The new 
field is ample for every purpose; visit- 
ing teams can come here and split the 
receipts, paying only for the advertis- 
ing. There is not enough in athletics 
to give a third party a cut. As for 
Pomona, if that college does not meat 
us this year—cannot see its way to do 
so—I hope it will next. I have nothing 
against Pomona; there has been blame 
on both sides, and I am sorry the af- 
fair has attained as much prominence 
as it has,” says Holmes. He is a man 
who gives the impression of meaning 
every word he says; is in no sense a 
diplomat, but on the contrary, an hon- 
est, outspoken fellow, who inspires con- 
fidence. A statement of the same tenor 
frem Walter Hempel in behalf of Po- 
mona College will be gladiy received 
by lovers of college athletics. 

U.S.C.’S. fleld is very nearly a model 
of what such a piece of ground should 
be. It is fenced in with plenty of en- 
trances and exits provided for; the nu- 
cleus is a four-lap track, which has 
been made level by considerable grad- 
in~ and is to be cinder dressed on top. 
Inside the oval the football gridiron is 
laid off, and in summer the ball fleld is 
to lie inside the running course. Coach 
Holmes has arranged to have the path 
so wide that eight men can finish 
abreast if need be without interfering 
with each other. The new gymnasium 
is spacious and well contrived for con- 
venience; on the field a locker house 
and showers are provided for the visit- 
ing teams. Nothing has be-. over- 
looked that makes for a complete exer- 
cising plant, indoors as well as out- 
side. Ample bleacher facilities, fixed 
and portable, are already planned, and 
a good view is possible from any of 
those now arranged for. When the 
work is done U.S.C. will have the best 
field in this end of the State, if not 
on the Coast. 

U.S.C.'s football men turn out for the 
first practice Wednesday afternoon, and 
by the week end. Coach Holmes will 
have a pretty fair idea of what he may 
look for. 

In addition to the loss of Caley and 
Wheatley, U.S.C. will miss the serv- 
ices of another athlete of considerable 
ability, who has been figured a cer- 
tainty for the team. Lesile Henry 1s 
the man. He was quarter-back of the 
Los Angeles High School eleven (for 
several seasons, and was the nuclevs 
of that team’s strength. Henry does 
not mean to play football at all this 
winter. He is one of those rare play- 
ers who is always willing and able to 
learn. without the excess of knowledge 
rushing to his head. Such fellows con- 
sistently improve with practice. 

Holmes has not seen many big men; 
not perhaps as many as he might de- 
sire. .U.8.C., unlike Michigan, has no 
library positions to offer promising 
athletes. Her team will be a fair rep- 
resentation of the colleges under 
Holmes’s management. Lenox, last 
year’s quarter, will be back, and other 
material will be forthcoming. 

Practice starts all along the line thfs 
week. Occidental] begins today: 
School tomorrow at. Fiesta Park. The 
Sherman Indians have done little es 
yet, but as redskins are seldom out of 
condition, they require less training 
than most. Pomona will be at work 
by the end of the week. The Clare- 
monters mean to do without padding in 
their uniforms this year to a considera- 
ble extent. Coach Hempel thinks the 
new rules call for speed, and put a 
premium on it, hence the change. 
About the time the Pomona men hit 
the hard local flelds there will be a dis- 
covery that semetimes feather beds are 
none too much, though, in general, col- 
lege athletic experts are pretty well 
agreed that harness has n carried 
to an extreme tn football.

BETTER SINK NATIONAL PRIDE. 


PARIS, Sept. 13.—The Journal's Liao 
Yong correspondent, having ridden to 
Tien-Tsin, sends thence the following 
uncensored dispatch under date of Sep- 
tember 12, 6 p.m. 

“The first part of the campaign may 
be considered lost. The Russian army 
has retreated northward in the direc- 
tion of Tie Pass or farther. The Rus- 
sian army's inferiority in men, guns 
and enthusiasm preventerd Kouropat- 
kin's resisting longer at Liao Yang or 
achieving at Yentai a victory which 
would have obliged the Japanese to fail 
back, Japanese will shortly tri- 
umphantly enter Mukden. 

‘The Russian General Staff now 
timates the Japanese forces at from 
450,000 to 500,000. The Russian army 
will reconcentrate in the north, but it 
needs several months in order to fill 
up the losses in a number of corps, 
which must be doubled, and replace 
reservists by actual troops. Above all, 
it is essential to restore the morale, af- 
fected by almost unprecedented trials 
and difficulties. A ussian offensive 
movement will be impossible for a long 
time. Should Russia be determined to 
continue the effort it might stlll van- 
quish, but at a cost wholly dispropor- 
tional to the results. As an impartial 
witness, I am convinced that it would 
be to the best interest of the belliger- 
ents to sink national pride and by mu- 
tual concessions end a war which oth- 
erwise will ruin both.” 

POOLS OF BLOOD. oe 

The correspondent graphically de- 
scribes the fighting for possesion of a 
hill at Helyingtai (about fifteen miles 
northeast of Liao Yang,) the key to the 
Russian position, and upon the char- 
acter of which depended the success of 
Gen. Kuroki'’s flank movement, and the 
terrible punishment the Japanese sus- 
tained in capturing it. After the cap- 
ture there was a double night attack, 
the Japanese trying to capture a bat- 
tery that had annoyed them during the 
day, and the Russians seeking to recap- 
ture Helyingtai. 

“Neither desperate venture suc- 
ceeded,” he continues. “The Russians 
were repeatedly near gaining the sum- 
mit, but were swept away each tin.» by 
Japanese bayonets and bullets. On the 
other side the Japanese attack on the 
Russian battery was defeated by elec- 
trical devices the Ruesians had ar- 
ranged, giving them the exact position 
of the assaulting party. The grave 
Japanese were mowed in swathes in 
fornt of the Russian guns, one battal- 
jon being practically annihilated. Vis- 
iting the hillsides afterward, it was al- 
most impossible, to avoid stepping 
into pools of blood. The field was lit- 
tered with broken weapons, and the 
grimmest of these were broken or 
twisted or bloody bayonets.” ‘ 


ARREST OF A COUNTESS. 


Charged With Obtaining . Valuable 


Goods Under 


Pretenses. 


[Baltimore American:] The Countess 
de la Tour du Pin, whose arrest the 
other day at the instance of a jeweler 
of Rue Francs-Bourgeois, on a charge 
of fraud, created so great a sensation 
in the Faubourg St. Germain at Paris, 
is by birth a Countess de Chauteau- 
briand, a grandniece of the famous 
poet ahd statesman of that name, and 
by her marriage a member of one of 
the oldest and most illustrious houses 
of France, which traceg back its an- 
cestry in an unbroken line to the 
sovereign Barons de la Tour of the 
twelfth century, who figured in nearly 
every one of the Crusades. The 
Countess, who is an elderly woman, 
and whose husband owns not only a 
fine mansion in Paris, but also an old 
chateau and large estates near Ne- 
mours, has for sometime past been 
exceedingly extravagant, especially in 
connection with matters of dress, so 
much so that when the time came for 
making a wedding present to her 
nephew, the Marquis de la Tour du 
Pin, on the occasion of his marriage 
to the daughter of Gen. O'Connor, she 
found that she had no money left for 
the purpose. Instead of addressing 
herself to her husband, who had re- 
peatedly remonstrated with her about 
her expenditures, she determined to 
borrow the amount needed, and to- 
gether with one of her friends, the 
Countess de Morigny. she entered into 
negotiations with a woman who, bear- 
ine the name of Countess de Horn, 
apparently makes a business of act- 
ing as broker in securing loans for la- 
dies of rank. This woman offered to 
procure a loan of f.100,000 providing 
she received a commission of f.25,000. 
The Countess de la Tour agreed to 
these terme, and was taken off to the 
jeweler Marty by Mme. de Horn, who, 
according to the latter, was prevented 
by the laws against money lending and 
usury from advancing the money in 
cash, but who would give her on credit 
f.200,000 worth of jewelry, which she 
could then sell, pledge or dispose of as 
she pleased. Mme. de la Tour, on ar- 
riving at the shop with Mme. de Horn, 
chose a collar of pearla worth f.160,000 
and other jewels representing about 
f.50.000 more and ordered them to be 
sent to her house. 

The jeweler brought the jewels him- 
self, and on leaving them with the 
Countess de La Tour asked her to sign 
a receipt, which contained the proviso 
that if the gems Were not satisfactory 
to the Countess'’s husband they would 
be returned on the following day. The 
Countess, thinking to herself that ft 
wis a mere formality destined to shield 
t' » jeweler from all trouble in connec- 
tion with the laws against money-lend- 
ing, signed, and no sooner had the Jew- 
eler left than Mme. De orn colly 
appropriated about f.50,000 worth of the 
jewels, declaring that they represented 
her commission, and stating that ff, 
after having them valued, it was found 
that they amounted to more, she would 
return them. 

On the next day, just as the Countess 
was going out, the jeweler arrived and 
asked her whether she had decided to 
keep the jewels or not. Greatly aston- 
ished and completely mystified, the

Countess thereupon asked for an ex-} 


planation, and when she related to the 
jeweler the role played in the affair bv 
the Countess De Horn he at once ex- 
claimed that he was not a money 
lender, that he had never dreamt of any 
such transaction as the one of which 
he had just been made aware, and that 
all he knew of Mine. De Horn was 
that she had occasionally purchased 
some trifies in his store. 

The Countess immediately returned 
to the jeweler the £.150,000 wortho f jew- 
els which she had still in her posses- 
sion. But Mme. De Horn had in the 
time disappeared with the other

Countess was unable to pay and de- 
clined to appeal to her husband. in the 
latter, fearing his anger, the jeweler 
resorted to the extreme measure of 
having her arrested on a charge of ob- 
taining goods under false pretenses; in 
fact, she Was arrested on emerging 
from the church where her nephew's 
wedding had taken place. Her impris- 
opment was not of long duration,as 
her husband notified the magistrate 
that he would pay for the missing Jew- 
els unless they were recovered from 
the Countess De Horn, but he at the 
same time caused his wife to be placed 
under judieial tutelage with regard to 
money matters; that is to say, reduced 
to the legal status of a minor. Mean- 
while Mme. De Horn had been found 
and arrested, and while she declines to 
make any revelation regarding the 
missing jewels, it has been ascertained 
that she is a full-fledged Countess Von 
Horn, of the celebrated Russo-German 
family of that name which figures in 
the tragedies of Schiller.

BARBER SHOP BLOWN UP. 


Police Claim Proprietor Himself Caused 
Explosion, but He Says it’s 
“Black Hand's” Work. 

(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.] 
NEW YORK, Sept. 12.—Pelligrini 
Stravalli, the Italian-barber whose 
shop was wrecked by an explosion 
early today, endangering the lives of 
twenty families who occupied tene- 
ments in the building, has been ar- 
rested on suspicion of having caused 

the 


For veral hours before the explo- 
sion, and for three hours after it, 
neither Stravalli, his wife nor any of 
theis seven children were seen about 
the place by any of the neighbors. 
When Stravalli finally appeared and 
saw the ruin in his shop he became 
greatly excited and wailed in anguish 
over his loss. In his frenzy, the police 
say, he tore letters and papers on his 
person and in the wrecked shop. After 
his arrest, when he was searched, it 
was found that he had torn up his tIn- 
surance policies for $1900 which were in 
a pocket in his coat. 

StravAlli claims the explosion was 
caused by members of the “Black 
Hand” Society, and at the police sta- 
tion he showed two letters signed 
with the mystic symbol, threatening 
him with serious things unless he sent

IX RESCUED 
AT LONG BEACH. 


LIFE SAVERS HAVE STRENUOUS 
HOUR IN THE SURF. 


Tiderip’s Pranks and Exhaustion 
Throw Crowds into Excitement. 
Seaside City Takes Initial Step 
Toward Obtaining Municipal Own- 
ership of Water System.

LONG BEACH, Sept. 12.—The life- 
saving crew of the Scaside Water Com- 
pany had an hour's exciting work this 
evening and in that time rescued six 
persons from ¢rowning. Hardly had 
one man been pulled in before there 
came a call from the other end of the 
beach. 

The surf had been running heavy 
all day, with an angry sea, and the 
life savers were specially vigilant.
